Standing  Together  On  The  East  Side 


Long  before  the  days  of 

SOCIAL  MEDIA,  God  had  to  “get 
the  word  out”  in  a  way  that  would 
disseminate  a  single  message  to  the  entire 
diverse  Israelite  nation.  According  to 
tradition,  when  Israel  received  the  Torah 
at  Mount  Sinai,  while  the  message  was 
one  and  the  same,  every  Israelite  heard 
it  as  if  it  were  addressed  directly  to  him  or  her.  Like  the  manna 
-  which  tradition  says  tasted  different  to  everyone  according 
to  each  person’s  preference  -  the  Torah  was  experienced 
differently,  according  to  the  capacity  of  each  learner.  From  Sinai 
onward,  the  desire  to  balance  the  plurality  of  the  Jewish  people 
with  the  singularity  of  God’s  message  has  been  key  to  any  vision 
of  Jewish  education.  In  the  same  way,  the  Jewish  community  as 
a  whole  has  been  tasked  with  the  project  of  constructing  a  sense 
of  ahdut,  “unity,”  despite  our  varied  approaches  to  Jewish  life 
and  living. 

Manhattan’s  East  Side  is  a  wonderful  example  of  this 
balancing  act,  with  Orthodox,  Reform  and  Conservative 
synagogues  -  each  a  vibrant  center  of  Jewish  life,  each 
providing  a  vision  of  Jewish  life  with  its  own  inflection.  Proud 
as  I  am  of  our  sacred  work  here  at  Park  Avenue,  I  take  great  joy 
in  seeing  the  strength  of  our  neighbors,  knowing  that  each  of  our 
successes  redounds  on  the  collective.  On  a  personal  level,  my 
local  rabbinic  colleagues  have  proven  to  be  trusted  confidants, 
partners  and  friends  in  the  sacred  task  of  community  building. 

1  have  been  blessed  to  be  mentored  by  those  who  preceded  my 
arrival,  and  I  have  tried  to  help  other  new  colleagues  acclimate 


as  we  have  settled  in  over  the  past  few  years.  Though  we  and 
our  communities  are  all  different,  together  we  are  united  in  our 
task  of  creating  vibrant  Jewish  life  on  the  East  Side. 

It  is  therefore  with  great  excitement  that  I  share  the  news 
of  a  Torah  Learning  Coalition  -  a  consortium  of  East  Side 
synagogues  who  have  joined  together  to  invite  each  others' 
members  across  their  thresholds  to  share  in  Torah  learning 
opportunities.  The  purpose  is  to  promote  community  regardless 
of  denominational  background.  All  are  welcome! 

Our  first  effort  will  be  to  study  Pirkei  Avot  (Ethics  of 
our  Ancestors)  in  keeping  with  the  tradition  to  study  the  six 
chapters  during  the  weeks  between  Passover  and  Shavuot. 

Each  week,  one  community  rabbi  will  teach  a  chapter  at  one 
of  the  participating  UES  synagogues,  inviting  everyone  in  the 
community  to  step  into  another  synagogue  to  learn  our  shared 
tradition.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  quality  of  my  colleagues’ 
teaching  and  the  lively  discussions  that  will  emerge  from 
learning  side-by-side  with  new  faces  will  make  each  of  these 
sessions  intellectually  and  spiritually  uplifting.  Modest  as  this 
first  effort  is,  I  hope  it  is  a  first  step  towards  many  years  of 
creative  and  fruitful  collaboration  among  our  congregations. 
Most  of  all,  I  know  that  as  we  approach  Shavuot,  we  will  have 
given  expression  to  our  ongoing  goal  of  standing  together  at 
Sinai  as  one  community.

Can  you  count  to  49? 


“And  from  the  day  on  which  you  bring 
the  sheaf  [omer]  of  elevation  offering  [in 
effect,  the  second  night  of  Pesah]  . . .  you 
shall  count  off  seven  weeks.  They  must  be 
complete  (Lev.  23:15). 

THIS  COUNTING,  s’firat  ha- 
omer,  is  done  every  evening.  It  is 
literally  a  count  of  each  day  from 
Pesah  to  Shavuot.  Traditionally,  the  period  of  counting  the 
Omer  is  considered  a  time  of  reduced  joy  responding  to  the 
tragic  death  of  24,000  of  Rabbi  Akiva’s  students  at  this  season. 
(B.T.  Yevamot  62b)  The  historicity  of  the  Talmudic  account  has 
been  debated  by  scholars  and  frankly  1,  along  with  many  liberal 
Jews,  find  these  weeks  of  pseudo-mourning  neither  inspiring 
nor  necessary.  On  the  other  hand,  while  I  do  not  generally 
consider  myself  a  mystic,  I  find  the  kabbalistic  understanding  of 
the  sefirah  both  meaningful  and  instructive  to  a  modem  Jewish 
community. 

The  Kabbalists  assigned  one  of  God’s  seven  attributes  to 
each  week  of  the  Omer:  lovingkindness,  discipline,  compassion, 
endurance,  humility,  foundation,  and  sovereignty.  Within  each 
week,  they  then  assigned  an  attribute  to  each  day.  Thus  each 


of  the  49  days  of  the  Omer  focuses  on  one  or  a  combination  of 
the  attributes.  For  example:  on  the  first  day  of  the  first  week, 
concentrate  on  lovingkindness  itself;  on  the  second  day,  the 
discipline  needed  to  embody  kindness;  on  the  third  day,  the 
compassion  need  for  kindness;  and  so  on.  Once  the  second  week 
begins,  the  pattern  is  repeated,  but  with  discipline  as  the  primary 
characteristic  and  a  different  attribute  relating  to  discipline  each 
day.  See  the  chart  below  for  more  details. 

In  this  system,  each  day  of  the  Omer  invites  us  to  explore 
an  aspect  of  our  inner  selves  -  our  behavior  in  light  of  this 
characteristic  -  for  the  purpose  of  refining  and  improving 
ourselves.  Jewish  mysticism  understands  our  liberation  from 
Egypt  to  be  not  only  an  historical  event,  but  a  metaphor  for  the 
present.  God  physically  delivered  the  Israelites  from  Egypt, 
but  we  must  continue  to  liberate  our  spirit  each  and  every 
year.  When  we  focus  and  meditate  on  God’s  attributes,  we 
release  our  souls  from  spiritual  bondage.  After  counting  our 
49  steps  towards  spiritual  freedom,  we  are  ready  to  accept  the 
Torah  on  Shavuot.  The  Torah  represents  this  freedom  and  the 
achievements  we  have  made  to  emulate  God’s  divine  attributes. 
Literally,  we  are  counting  the  days  to  receiving  the  Torah,  but  we 
are  also  renewing  our  relationship  with  ourselves,  God,  and  each 
other.

Like  the  Wind  in  the  Field

//  1  I  NDER  YOUR  WHITE  STARS,"  the  poet 

Abraham  Sutzkever  wrote  in  the  Vilna  Ghetto,  “I 
stretch  to  You  my  white  hand.  My  words  are  tears 
that  want  to  rest  in  Your  hand.  . . .  And  I  want  so  much,  loyal 
God,  to  entrust  my  wealth  to  You,  because  a  fire  burns  within 
me,  and  in  the  fire,  my  days.  But  in  cellars  and  holes  cries  the 
murderous  silence.  1  run  higher,  over  rooftops,  and  I  search, 
where  are  You,  where?” 

On  February  27,  1946,  Sutzkever  described  the  surreal 
horrors  of  the  ghetto  in  his  testimony  before  the  International 
Military  Tribunal  at  Nuremberg.  “In  the  first  days  of  August 
1941  a  German  seized  me  in  the  Dokumenskaia  Street.  ...  The 
German  said  to  me,  ‘Come  with  me,  you  will  act  in  the  circus.’ 
As  I  went  along  I  saw  that  another  German  was  driving  along 
an  old  Jew,  the  old  rabbi  of  this  street . . .  and  a  third  German 
was  holding  a  young  boy.  When  we  reached  the  old  synagogue 
on  this  street  I  saw  that  wood  was  piled  up  there  in  the  shape  of 
a  pyramid.  A  German  drew  out  his  revolver  and  told  us  to  take 
off  our  clothes.  When  we  were  naked,  he  lit  a  match  and  set  fire 
to  this  stack  of  wood.  Then  another  German  brought  out  of  the 
synagogue  three  scrolls  of  the  Torah,  gave  them  to  us,  and  told 
us  to  dance  around  this  bonfire  and  sing  Russian  songs.  Behind 
us  stood  the  three  Germans;  with  their  bayonets  they  forced  us 
toward  the  fire  and  laughed.  When  we  were  almost  unconscious, 
they  left.” 


Listening  to  Sutzkever’s  poem,  hauntingly  set  to  music  by 
Abraham  Brodno  who  did  not  survive,  we  become  connected  if 
only  for  a  few  moments  with  the  Jews  who  heard  the  song  there, 
in  what  Elie  Wiesel  has  called  “the  Kingdom  of  Night.”  We 
sense  and  internalize  the  desperation  of  his  search.  And  when  we 
listen  to  the  lyrics  of  Leyb  RozentaTs  Yisrolik,  first  performed 
by  the  Vilna  Ghetto  theater  in  1942,  about  a  young  street  peddler 
who  sells  cigarettes  and  saccharine  in  order  to  stay  alive,  we  are 
reminded  that  the  Jews  who  suffered  in  the  Shoah,  those  who 
were  murdered  and  those  who  survived,  were  not  and  must  never 
be  allowed  to  become  anonymous  statistics.  “Don’t  think  I  was 
born  into  this  squalid  street.  I  once  had  parents  but  I  lost  them 
both,  and  now  I  am  left  like  the  wind  in  the  field.  My  name  is 
Yisrolik,  but  when  no  one’s  looking,  I  silently  wipe  away  a  tear 
from  my  eye.” 

On  Sunday  April  7,  at  6:00  pm,  it  will  once  again  be  our 
sacred  obligation  to  join  together  as  a  community  to  remember 
the  victims  of  the  Holocaust  through  music  by  and  about  them, 
and  through  the  reminiscences  of  members  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  about  their  Holocaust  survivor  parents.  The  survivors 
gave  us  the  priceless  legacy  of  memories.  We  must  now  be  their 
witnesses.
